Constantinople, July 9.—In compliance 


with an irade Issued or Tuesday a circu- 
lar was dispatched to thp Turkish embas- 
sies yesterday declaring the Porte cannot 
consider the frontier proposed by the pow- 
ers, nor any other north of the Peneus 
river. 


London dispatches say tbe situation at 


Constantinople has at last reached a crisis 
whore decisive action by the powers is 
imperative. 
The sultan has trifled with, 


insulted, and flouted tba ambassadors, 
and even Russia baa invited tbe other 
powers to adopt drastic measures.

Bow the' Great Norn-eglan Explorer 


Had HiK Faith In a Powerful 


Polar Current Confirmed— 


The Plant Described. 


It is interesting to record tlie im- 


portant part taken by the microscopic 
plants called diatoms in guiding Xan- 
Ben toward the north pole, Diatoms 
ere exce.sshely minute single-celled 
•forms of plant life, which under 
the 


microscope exhibit \ery characteristic 
and sometimes beautiful forms and 
markings. They are universally dis- 
tributed over the globe, in fresh as well 
•as salt water, but are particularly abun- 
dant in the polar seas, being, indeed, 
the only form of vegetable life to be 
found in high latitudes. 
Individual 


diatoms are too small to be visible, 
jbut they congregate in such masses in 
"polar seas as to give the sides of ice- 
bergs the appearance of being stained 
•with iron rust; and their 
silucious 


shells are rained down upon the bot- 
toms of the ocean to form a fine sand, 
•which ultimately becomes 
hardened 


Jnto flinty rock. 
' But in spite of the universal distribu- 
tion of diatoms as a class, there are 
certain species of the tiny plants that 
•are of very restricted habitat. A con- 
siderable number, for example, which 
are easily recognized under the micro- 
scope, have until' recent years been 
supposed to be confined exclusively to 
jthe seas about Behring strait. 
But 


•when Nansen made his trip across 
Greenland five years ago he collected 
dust from the ice floes of the eastern 
chore of that island, which, on being 
pubjecttd to microscopic analysis after 
ihis return by Prof. Cleve, of Upsala,

For eighty-nine years 
after the stars and stripes were adopted, 
they were made of foreign goods. AH 
throDgh the war of 'lfI2 and t,be civil 
war no American soldier or sailor ever 
fought under a yard of American bunt- 
ing. So bunting was made in this coun- 
try lor two reasons, flrst, because nobody 
know how to make it.and second, because 
nobody could make It and compete with 
England. General Butler Induced con- 
gress In 1865 to put a tarlfl of 40 per cent 
on bunting, and » man was sent to Eng- 
land to learn brw to make It, and wBen 
he returned twelve looms were put In op- 
eration, and then on February 24, 1856, a 
notable event occurred in Washington. 
The first American Sag, made of Ameri- 
can bunting, was hoisted over the nation- 
al capital. The flag was 21 feet by 12 
feet, and was the gift o£ General Ben But- 
ler. 


We said there were twelve looms engag- 


ed In making bunting in 18"6; well, that 
was a good many then, but In twelve 
years afterward there were 18,000 looms 
making the same article. 


Under free trade in bunting we paid 


from $25 to $35 a bale (or the goods, and 
under a protective tariff the price f'.-li to 
$18 for a flrst class article 


The Wheat Crop. 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat: The pres- 


ent indications are that this year's wheat 
crop will be larger than the latest report 
of the agricultural department promised. 
Its esltmate of the condition of the crop 
pointed to a jlold of about 50,000,000 
bushels, but reliable private estimates) 
made at a later date plane the crop 100,- 
000,000 bushels higher than this. The 
government's forecasts usually are more 
conservative than the facts warrant, but, 
of coHrse, private predictions often err on 
the other side. The market, though, ac 
oepts the estimate of 550,000,000 bushels, 
as shown by the decline in wheat prices 
Last year's wheat yield was 427,000,000 
bushels, but the present year's will make 
a handsome gain on those figures. 


"The West Virginia miners,"says Gen- 


eral Grosvenor, in dlscuss'ng the strike, 
"are playing the same game which *bey 
always ploy when a strike of the miners 
Is ordered. They refuse to go out, and 
get the advantage of the increased demand 
for coal in the other sections of the coun- 
try in consequence of the short supply. 
Ohio and Indiana miners are, I am 
atrald, destined to suffer much hardship 
in consequence of the strike. The West 
Virginia coal will be shipped Into those 
states to such an extent that it will great- 
ly Injure the trade of the Ohio and Indi- 
ana operators, even after work is resum- 
ed. The Ohio miners are fully entitled 
to the raise which they ask, and the oper- 
ators are willing that they should have It, 
provided an 
understanding could be 


reached with tba Pennsylvania miners 
that they will demand an iLcroate of Oo 
over the amount which they now receive. 
That is the difference In the cost of m'n- 
Ing a ton of coal In Pennsylvania and the 
cost of mining a ton of coal In Chlo, the 
advantage being in favor of Pennsylva- 
nia. Inasmuch as the Pennsylvania min- 
ers refused to stand up to the demand for 
9o additional, and the West Virginia mln- 
eis refused to go oat, the action of the 
Ohio and Indiana miners In going out at 
this time was hardly the part of wisdom. 
If they bad waited until the tariff bill had 
passed the price of coal would have gone 


- np and their wages, I think, would have 


been Increased in a corresponding ratio. 
Their cause is a just ona, but they have, 
I think, been unwisely advised." 


The contrast between the correspond- 


ence with consuls In Cuba before and 
since the 4tb of March la striking. Most 
of this correspondence was done on the 
part of the state department over the sig- 
nature of William Woodville Rook hill, 
then the assistant secretary of state. It

ment toward the consuls in Cuba for 
troubling the department with accounts 
of outrages upon American citizens. 
When consuls submitted jeports which 
showed a desire for advloo upon questions 
whiob had arisen between them and the 
Spanish authorities, thj department was 
slow to answer. The flies show that Con- 
sal General Lee waited weeks for an in- 
terpretation by his government of the 
joost serious questions that arose between 


ulatlona between the two countries do not 
allow either to imprison a citizen of the 
other a longer period than seventy-two 
hours without Informing the authorities 
of the latter countrv. Weyler was look- 
ing up Americans and keeping them in 
prison without allowing them to com- 
municate with the American consuls. 
Months elapsed and only by accident did 
tho consuls learn of these Incarcerations 
Consul Guneral Lee demanded the observ- 
ance of the treaty stipulations. Weyler 
replied that the martial law was superior 
to the treaty provision. General Lee ap 
pealed to the state department and his 
letters and cablegrams up»n that subject 
went unanswered for weeks. Finally, 
and in a tone that was anything but com- 
mendatory of the consul general's vigor- 
ous stand for American rights, the Cleve 
and administration informed him that 
the treaty right limiting imprlsonmenst 
incommunicado to seventy-two hours was 
still in force, notwithstanding Weyler's 
claim.

RULES 
FOR WHEELMEN. 


K Doctor PrcNcribos a Course 
of Ccmdnct for ItiUierN. 


Says the cycling doctor, one of the 


ma ny cycling doctors: 


"Let me give ten rules for bicycle 


riders to follow. They are good rules 
ind it will do cyclists good to observe 
them strictly. Here they are: 


1. In purchasing a bicycle take as 


T.uch care to have it iit you as you would 
n obtaining a gown or a .suit of clothe.s. 


2. lie sure that when sitting upright 


you do not have to reach to maintain 
the ball of the foot on the- pedal during 
an. entire revolution. In other words, 
ivhen the pedal has reached the most 
distant point from the body be sure 
there is a slight bend in the leg at the 
knee. 


3. Adjust the handle bars at a level 


which, when the arms are fully ex- 
tended, will keep the body in an almost 
upright position. 
In riding long dis- 


tances the handle bars should be 
dropped a trifle, so as to increase the. 
leverage by a backward as well as a 
forward push. 


4. liefore purchasing a bicycle make 


nn arrangement with the dealer where- 
by you may make trials of different 
saddles xmtil you find one that is per- 
fectly comfortable, for a properly-fit- 
ting saddle is the most necessary ele- 
ment in bafe and comfortable riding. 
Incline to a saddle thatisstiil'and mod- 
erately provided with spring's, and 
which is broad and short, rather than 
long and narrow. The most important 
object to be attained in the adjustment 
of the saddle is to have the pommel high 
enoug'h to give the body a slight ten- 
dency to slip backward, thus keeping 
the weight off the perineum, as it is 
most important that, it .should be borne 
by the gluteal muscles and the tuber- 
osities of the isthium.

Whatever future 
chroniclers 
may 


have to say «f Queen Victoria's reign 
ind the brilliant celebration of her 
'diamond jubilee," one point that can- 
not be overlooked is the 
enormous 


growth of London during-her majesty's 
lifetime. The metropolis 
has quad- 


rupled in population, having increased, 
from a little over 1,000,000 to 4,250,0000. 
It .seems difficult to imagine that there. 
>ver was a time when London was a 
small place, yet when the queen was 
born it was very little larger than 
Ulasgow is now, and only double the 
size of Birmingham. 


It is usual to compare the glories of 


Victoria's reign with those of Eliza- 
beth, but between the London of to- 
Say and that of "Good Queen Less" 
there is really no comparison. Lon- 
[lon was still girt around by the walls 
built by the Homans and was largely 
inclosed within them. The mansions 
af the great lay outside the city walls, 
chiefly on the way from the Strand to 
Westminster. There were few stone 
houses, and none tiled or slaved, being 
mostly built of wood and thatched with 
straw. Beyond the royal 
palace at 


Westminster was open country, and 
marsh lands formed the sole feature of 
the landscape across the river. On the 
other side of the city was open country, 
with "Merrie Islington," a village, in 
the distance. Where St. Sepulcher's 
rbureh now stands were shuns. In 
Golden lane was a row of curious old 
houses, which had been used as a 
nursery for the children of Henry VIII. 
Hound'about the Moor gate were large 
houses, and further out a watery tract 
which abounded with wild fowl. The 
citizens used to exercise themselves 
here with archery practice and sport. 
In Dishopsgnte the earls of 
Devon- 


shire had their palace. Houndsdttch 
was a foul ditch, the receptacle for sew- 
age, and there was a similar ditch on 
the western side of the city. Sanitary 
science was unknown. The paving- of 
the streets was in its infancy; except 
with regard to a few of the principal 
thoroughfares, each inhabitant paved 
as much us he ltl<ed before his own door 
with the materials that 
his 
pride, 


poverty or caprice might suggest. 


The "streets were obstructed with 


stalls, sheds, signposts nnd projections 
of every kind; curbstones were 
un- 


known, and only iu a few thorough- 
fares were the footpaths divided from 
the carriageway with posts and chains. 
This was the London of ICli/afcoth, just 
300 years ago—a very different 
city 


from that of to-day—a London gradual- 
ly becoming foul and pestilential, ulti- 
mately to be cleared nnd purified by 
the great plague, which carried off a 
fifth of the inhabitants in 1805, and the 
great fire of the following year, which 
involved 400 streets. 111.200 houses, SS 
churches, St. Paul's cathedral and four 
city gates. Before the fire it is esti- 
mated to have contained from 10,000 to 
12,000 streets, alleys and lands, 150,- 
000 houses and about 700,000 inhabit- 
ants. So that in 17 centuries London 
had grown to a population of tinder 
750,000. By the beginning of Queen 
Victoria's life it had increased to 1.000,- 
000, and now, nt the end of the six- 
tieth year of her reign, it is sevenfold 
what U was under "Good Queen Bess." 
Rather than to Elizabeth London owes 
its growth to Charles II., for after the 
restoration those who returned with 
him did not care to return to their old 
city houses, but built themselves man- 
sions further west, leaving the city to 
the merchants, by whom it has ever 
since been monopolized. To James I. 
we owe Tall Mall, nnd Kensington was 
originated by the creation of a palace 
there when 
Whitehall was burned 


down.—London Standard. 
THE THREE EUROPEAN RACES. 


Indnbttnblc Evidence That There Arc

there is indubitable evidence of at least

away at one fell swoop with most of the 
current mouthings about Aryans and 
pre-Aryans; and especially with such 
appellations as the "Caucasians" or the 
"Indo-Germa.nic" race. Supposing far 
present peace that it be allowed that 
the ancestors of some peoples of Eu- 
rope may once have been within sight 
of either the Caspian sea or the Hima- 
layas, we have still left two-thirds of 
our European races nnd population out 
of account. And yet it is too early to 
discuss these events in the history of 
these races; that will claim our atten- 
tion at a, later time. The present task 
before us is to establish first of all that 
three such racial types exist in Europe.

Match nnd Clarar. 


There are several devices for com 


bining match and cigar. One of these 
is a sort of peg, made of niter, sulphur, 
charcoal, flour and gum arable, which is 
stuck on the end of the cigar. When 
you want a light, it is necessary merely 
to rub the tip of the cig-ar upon a rough 
surface. A perfumed match has been 
-patented, the stick being dipped in oil 
of cassia. Of course, there are ever BO 
mnnv odd sorts of matches actually in 
use to-day, as, for example, the wax 
matches, which are employed in Eu- 
rope to an extent vastly greater than in 
this country. Most of the wax matches 
are manufactured in Italy and Great 
Britain. They 'are made by drawing- 
strands of fine cotton thread, 20 of 30 
at a time, through melted stearine. 
This hardens qnickly, and the tapers 
are rounded by pulling them through 
perforated iron plateft It. then remains 


FOR NAVAL SUPREMACY. 


A Itacc Cortnlnly Going; On AmonBtne 


Nation*. 


The amount of naval construction 


now in progress in the chief nations of 
Europe is without precedent. 


English supremacy upon the sea is 


not yet contested, but it is threatened 
by possible combinations. Formerly 
it was a maxim of English statesman- 
ship that the Englb.i fleet must be as 
strong as all other !.• ets combined. 
Later, it was held that tL,. English fleet 
must at least be superior 10 the com- 
bined strength of the two ne::t strong- 
est. Eight years ago a-parliamentary 
paper required a superiority of 33 per 
cent, over the combined French' and 
Hussian battle ships. But both France 
and Russia have pushed the building of 
ships so rapidly that this standard is 
not now reached. 


During the last three years England 


has built seven battle ships, while 
France and Kussia together have built 
11. Last summer France nnd Kussia 
together had 14 battle ships building, 
while England had but 12. 


Germany, another rival of England, 


is also pushing naval construction rap- 
idly. She 
is spending now about 


twice as much money annually in this 
vay as she did seven or eight years 
ago.andthc emperor recently astounded 
the reichstag by presenting, through 
his secretary of state for the navy, u 
plan which contemplated an outlay of 
about $80,000,000 for the next three 
years. The reiehstag disapproved the 
ilan, though it made provision for some 
new construction. Germany now has 
21 battle ships and seven protected 
cruisers, and in addition three battle 
ships and seven armored or protected 
cruisers nre building. 


In case of war England must retain 


vessels to defend herself against possi- 
ble invasion, and she has scattered col- 
onies and a world-wide commerce to 
protect. She cannot therefore rely up- 
on all her fleet for active operations. 


It is of vital importance to all the ma- 


terial interests of England that she 
remain "the mistress of the seas." For 
that reason, the heaviest burdens for 
naval construction and equipment are 
cheerfully 
borne. | This year's esti- 


mates for new construction, for exam- 
ple, amount to more than $100,000,000, 
and the vessels to be finished or to 
be under construction this year num- 
ber 108, 14 of which are battle ships.— 
Youth's Companion.

"On the upper waters of the Orinoco 


•iver in Vene/.tiela is a region >of high, 
open plains called llanos, where wild 
cattle graze in countless thousands," 
said Sidney Ascot, recently arrived in 
jS'ew York from South America. "Many 
of these eatle have 110 owners, but for 
the most part they bear one or another 
man's Drand, President Crespo being 
the largest individual owner. 
The' 


laqueros that herd them have ways dif- 
ferent from any other cowboys that I 
have seen, in North or South America. 
The Venezuelan \aquero carries no 
lasso, and his saddle has no horn in 
iront such as on the Mexican, the Tex-1 
an and the Gaueho saddle serves as a 
belaying pin for the lasso after the 
noose has been thrown about a crea- 
ture's neck or legs. In other respects 
he is a regulation South American cow- 
boy, with jacket, wide-brimmed hat, 
slashed trousers and a knife handy to 
get at. His horse is a wiry, nervous 
pony, more docile of temper than bron- 
chos in general, and he rides him well. 
Slung from his saddle or tied about his 
body are several strong thongs of rope 
or leather, used in tying cattle, and 
sometimes a rope with which to picket 
his horse out to graze, though oftener 
the horse is merely hobbled by tying to- 
gether his forelegs. 


"When the Venezuelan cowboy wishes 


to catch a bull or cow for branding, or 
for any purpose, he rides alongside it, 
and, with horses and cattle on the 
dead run, stoops 
from 
his saddle, 


grasps the creature's tail, and, with a 
sharp, peculiar twist, sends the animal 
rolling on its back. 
From the force 


with which it falls the creature's horns 
almost invariably pin its head to the 
ground, giving the vaquero time to dis- 
mount- and sits on its head, holding the 
animal helpless to rise, while a com- 
panion tics its legs. The cattle of the 
lunos arc large and active, with sharp, 
widespreading horns. A mounted man 
hey fear, but a man on foot on a plain 
where the}- are is in. great danger from 
them. They do not attack him, but, 
moved by curiosity, they crowd about 
":iim until he is trampled to death. 


"It is an exciting scene, the driving 


if the cattle selected for export aboard 
:he steamers that come up the Orinoco 
'or them. The water of this river deep- 
•ns rapidly from the shore so that the 
joat can lie close to the bank. A chute 
s rig'ged from the bank to the boat, 
.vith fences on the shore converging to 
t in a V shape. The vaqueros hold the 
cattle together, and drive them on to- 
« arc! the chute. If one of the animals 
can. be driven upon the chute the others 
»ress 
after, 
crowding one 
another 


'long into the cattle quarters until the 
joat's load is made iijp. Kills Grell, the 
cattle king of Venezuela, has a trained 
ox that is of great service in helping to 


et wild cattle aboard the bouts, lie is 
ilreacly within the fences when the 
erd is driven in, and hi- leads the way 


through the chute, the other cattle fol- 
lowing. He passes through the cattle 
ijiiarters out upon the nfterdeck by a 
:>assage which is immediately closed 
behind him, while the others continue 
to file into the hold until it is filled. 


"During the rainy season many cat- 


tle are drowned by sudden rises of the 
river. In the great inundation of Octo- 
ber, 1SU2, when the Orinoco waters ro«c 
i2 feet—the highest rise recorded since 
Hie seventeenth century—so many rat- 
le wore drowned that their floating 
bodies stopped navigation on the river, 
the upward bound steamer having to 
lav up at Bolivar until the carcasses had 
drifted past. The captain of the steam- 
er Caratal describes the appearance of 
the drowned cattle he encountered in 
jjarts of the river as that of vaftf herds 
--•whnming with 
the 
curri'iit. 
For 


weeks the air was poisoned with the 


'iich of dead cattle caught 
among 


the trees of the overflowed banks. Tur- 
tles,, alligators, 
garfish, 
caribe 
iisli 


:;orffcd upon the carcasses, and 
v.-i.s{ 


lumbers of 
vultures aril bivznrils 


came into the valley. What the bird* 
and reptiles left the ants made way 
•uith oil the subsidence of thf waters. 


'The ranchmen of the upper Orinoco 


the best fighting men in Venezuela, 


and in the revolutions so frequent )'• 
that country the side they take up arms 
for is almost surely a winner. 
Living 


in a region where cattle and horses arc 
plentiful and low in value, they have 
primitive and hospitalble customs. Let 
a traveler arrhe hungry at a ranch, one! 
if meat is not already in the house a 
vaquero is sent out to knock an ox in 
the head. The animal's hide is taken 


off, 
a few choice cuts of meat taken, 


and the remainder of the carcass is left 
for the vultures. 
Equally 
primitive, 


and illustrative of the spirit of comity 
among the rancheros, is their method 
of traveling horseback between Bolivar 
and Caracas. The old Spanish road, a 
fairly well-constructed hicrhway, con- 
nects the two cities. 
Th« ranchcro, 


starting, for instance, from 
Bolivar, 


with one horse, rides the animal until it 
is tired out, then catches another horse 
from the herds that feeil alongtheroiul- 
sirle and turns his own loose to find its 
way back home. The same is done with 
a third horse when a second is tired 
down, and this thing is repeated 
throughout the journey, each horse 
turned loose fitttling its way buck to its 
own range in the course of a few days. 
The journey of 400 miles is thus qmck- 
]v made, with the advantage to the trav- 
eler of fresh remounts as often as he 
may wish."—N- Y. Sun.

terday>and yesterday tbe people thought 
was about as bad as they could bear. Tbe 
beat this year is much greater than It was 
ast year. Tbe hottest day each year for 
tbe past three years and tbe highest tem- 
perature reached was as follows: 


1894—100 degrees on June 14. 
1895—100 degrees on June 3. 
1896—95 degrees on July 29.

In some coses it may bo neces- 
sary to give small quantities of alcoholic 
stimulants. 


In the other form, heat stroke, or Inpo- 


latlon, tbe symptoms arumnoh moro seri- 
ous. 
T ho face is purplish, tho eyes blood- 


shot, tho volns swollen and oordcfl and 
the skin dry, hot and burning to tbo 
touch. Thoeiloctsof the sun seem ti> bo 
most marked OH tho brnln and flplnnl 
icurrow. 
The brain becomes so hcutcd 


that the ohest center controlling tbo pro 
ductlou of heat Is affected and tbo tem- 
perature rises from tho huiltliyouo of Us 5 
degrees to as high UN 100 und over. 


Tbe condition is so eciioue that a ph\- 


siclan must be callnd as soon as pODMblo. 
While awaiting tbo doctor's arrival imu'li 
good can be done and lives oft«ntliuM 
saved by the applcatlon of Ice to tbe head 
and spinal column. It will do moie good 
If broken up Into small pieces and placed 
In olotb or rubber baas, but In tbo absence 
of these pieces of ice can be placed nbcut 
tbe head acd neck.
